It has been the m o st im­ 
po rtant facto r in making agriculture 
an ex acting business

classificatio n 
which co nv ey ed no 
bro ader m eaning 
than “ tilling the so il.” 
Twenty -nine y ears ago the farmer 
and his wife and children led an ex ­ 
istence o f alm o st 
co mplete iso latio n, 
liv ing 
upo n widely scattered 
farms, 
so m e o f them m iles apart. 
They had 
co mparativ ely 
little 
co mmunicatio n 
with their neighbo rs 
o r 
the o utside 
wo rld, ex cept that deriv ed fro m w eek ­ 
ly trips to the adjacent v illage. Mo re 
o ften than no t the farmer lo st a full 
day ’s wo rk and his crqo s were neglect­ 
ed in o rder to o btain ex pected mail at 
the v illage po sto ffice. 
In tho se 
day s 
the farmers’ 
mail 
•co nsisted largely o f co m municatio ns 
fro m relativ es and friends 
To day the 
daily mail includes, 
usually 
o n the 
v ery date 
o f publicatio n, 
the m etro ­ 
po litan newspaper co ntaining m arket 
lepo rts and agricultural 
news; 
the 
w eekly and mo nthly farm jo urnals and 
magazines, and business letters fro m 
the v illage m erchant 
and 
the mo re 
pretentio us establishm ent in the dis­ 
tant city . All o f these are no w bro ught 
to bis do o r o r to the bo x a few y ards 
away . 


The rural carrier is the farm er’s 
po st o ffice and his agent. Thru him he 
co nducts transactio ns fo r the sale o f 
his liv e sto ck, grain and o ther farm 
pro duce. 
Fro m him he buy s stam ps 
and pay s his bills by po stal mo ney o r­ 
der. 
In sho rt, the letter carrier is 
the m edium that lias transfo rmed the 
cn ce secluded habitant o f the rural 
district into 
a co smo po litan citizen, 
co nv ersant with 
current affairs and 
o ccupy ing a larger place in the d es­ 
tinies o f a great natio n.

to 29 ,9 21,123.

In Washing to n it was fo u nd that tem­ 
peratu res o f 25 deg rees belo w zero 
Fahrenheit were fo llo wed with co m­ 
plete killing o f o v er-wintering co dfihg 
mo th larv ae. 
Temperatu res near 15 
deg rees belo w zero still allo wed 30 iT'r 
cent to co me thro u g h u nharmed. 
The mo st efficient natu ral check s 
no t temperatu re o r birds, o r ev en If- 
sect parasites. 
It is the to tal fallu r? 
o f the apple cro p, du e to late fro sts o r 
» o ther cau ses, which remo v es fo o d fo r 
the Insect. It is a well kno wn fact that 
after y ears o f co mplete failu re o f the 
apple cro p, co dling mo th damag e is 
likely to be v ery lig ht. 
Its ability to 
co me back is stro ng and in the y ear 
fo llo wing this failu re the schedu le o f 
three spray s carefu lly directed ag ainst 
the [test, canno t be safely altered.—

Report Gives 802 More in 
Last Yea r Tha n in 19 23

ney general of the United Sta tes, re­ 
cently made public. 
On June 30, 19 24, 
7,067 prisoners were confined In the 
U nit« ! 
Sta tes penitentia ries at At­ 
la nta , G a .; Leavenworth, K a n s.; Mc­ 
Neil 
island. 
W a sh.; 
the 
Na tiona l 
Training School for Boy s, 
the N a ­ 
tional Training School for Girls and 
sta te institutions other than county 
On June 30, 19 24, there were 
prisoners in these institutions. 
Is an increa se of 002 over 19 23. 
the 7,007 confined on June 30, 
there were 0,225 in the United 
Sta tes penitentia ries, 29 2 in the sta te 
and territorial penitentia ries, 270 in 
sta te 
reformatories 
and 
tra ining 
schools, 19 8 In the Na tiona l Tra ining 
School for Boy s, 154 in St. Eliza beth’s 
hospita l and 528 in m iscella neous in­ 
stitutions, 
such 
as workhouses and 
houses of correction. 
“ The m aintenance cost during the 
y ea r wa s $1,532,763.41 for 6,225 pris­ 
oners confined in the United Sta tes 
penitentia ries, as a ga inst $1,478,602.13 
for the 5,7(Xl prisoners confined in the 
sa m e institutions during the fiscal y ear 
19 23,” sa y s the report. 
"There were relea sed on pa role 009 , 
compared with 829 in 19 23. 
Of this 
number, 69 7 were relea sed from the 
federal penitentia ries, compared with 
638 In 19 23. 
The pa roles of 47 pris­ 
oners were terminated for viola tion of 
the conditions of their parole, com­ 
pared with 43 In 19 23. 
New Prisons Under Way. 
“ Paroled prisoners earned for them­ 
selves in the y ear $9 41,004.9 2. 
These 
figures do not Include the va lue of 
crops, etc., produced by those who 
were engaged in farming for them­ 
selves, or board anil lodging received. 
In the previous y ea r the money ea rn­ 
ings of paroled prisoners amounted to 
$750,050.41. 
The number of prisoners 
paroled tills y ear is 80 more than last 
y ea r.” 
Regarding what has been done to 
nil the need for new prisons, the re­ 
port sa y s: 
“ The most urgent need was for an 
a dequate and appropriate institution 
for the incarceration of fem a le offend­ 
ers a ga inst the la ws or the United 
Sta tes. 
The federal governm ent never 
has had any institution of its own in 
which to Incarcerate fem a le prisoners. 
It a lw a y s has been necessa ry to rely 
upon the good will of the sta tes to 
secure accom m oda tions for this cla ss 
of prisoners. 
Few, if any , however, 
had sufficient and desira ble accommo­ 
dations. 
This situa tion wa s met by 
the pa ssa ge on J une 7, 19 24, of a bill 
which embodies the best thought of 
practical penologists. 
The law pro­ 
vides for the esta blishm ent of an in­ 
dustrial reformatory rather than a pen­ 
itentia ry . 
The women will be segre­ 
gated Into cla sses, a ccording to age 
and pa st criminal r^-^ d. 
The disci­ 
pline will be correctional and designed 
to prevent the inm a tes from becoming 
hardened criminals. 
“ Ha rdly less urgent 
for an Institution for 
tion of the y oung man 
mltted his first offense, 
necessa ry to Incarcerate these y oung 
offenders with old and hardened crimi­ 
nals. 
A bill w a s introduced in con­ 
gress providing for the esta blishm ent 
of a reform a tory for first offenders be­ 
tween the a ges of seventeen and thirty 
y ears. 
It pa ssed the house and it Is 
hoped tha t it will pa ss the sen a te and 
soon becom e a law. 
“ When these two institutions are 
completed the government for the first 
time in its history will be equipped for 
the ca re of its prisoners in its own 
institutions along modern lines such 
as are In vogue In some of the more 
progressive sta tes. 


Lack of Employment. 
‘♦The most troublesome problem in 
the 
a dm inistra tion 
of 
the 
federal 
prison sy stem has been the lack of 
employ ment. 
Idleness has been the 
grea test evil. 
Idleness lea ds to de­ 
terioration m entally , morally and phy s­ 
ically . 
The penal Institutions should 
be 
self-susta ining. 
Employ ment 
of 
prisoners In the m a nufa cture of sup­ 
plies for the use of the government 
is the solution. 
Such enterprises can 
be made thoroughly profitable to the 
government 
and 
at 
the 
« ame 
time 
highly beneficial to the prisoners. This 
has been demonstrated In the ca se of 
the duck mill, esta blished at the At­ 
lanta 
penitentia ry 
some 
y ea rs 
ago. 
Recognizing 
this, 
congress 
provided 
for the esta blishm ent of a shoe fa c­ 
tory at the Leavenworth penitentia ry , 
the product of which will be entirely 
used 
by different g o v ern m en t a gen­ 
cies. 
Nothing made in 
th is facto ry 
will be sold in the o p en m ark et. As is 
done at the duck mill at Atlan ta, the 
prisoners at 
Leav en w o rth

dured hardships of many kinds, b eing 
rob b ed sometimes twice over the sume 
journey.
